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(ad) Armed Revolutionary Liovements 

During the second week of February, & counter- 
revolutionary plot was discovered among the former henchmen 
of President Irigoyen and some officers of the Army, mostly 
officers who had been placed on the list of "indisponibilidad”® 
since September 6th. last. This subversive movement was 
headed by no les) a personage than General Severo Toranzo, 
former Insvector General of tne Army, who is now a fugitive 
from justice. 


The discovery of the plot and its general oute 
line were not published by the Press until the 20th. and 
2lst. of February, although the plot which was frustrated 
almost in its inception was to have taken place on Saturday 
the 14th. of February. The main facts of the conspiracy 
appear to have been well known to the police quite some 
time in advance. They were merely keeping tav on the 
plotters so that they would have full knowledge of all those 
connected with the conspiracy. It also appears thet the 
metropolitan newspavers had full knowledge of the events, 
but, at the request of the Provisional Government, refrained 
from printing same until the Government had acted. 


The details of the plot are as followss 


Several men known to have been in constent and 
close contact with Ex-President Irigoyen during his adminis- 
tration were found to be frequent visitors at one of the 
monasteries of the San Franciscan Order here. The authorities 
reached the conclusion that they were holding secret meetings 
covering some subversive movement and that these meetings 
were being held there with the authority of the Prior of 
the. Monastery. Following careful investigation and the 
accumulation of definite proof of the character of the 
meetings, the police searched several private houses adjoin- 
ing the Monastery and found that direct access to it was 
possible from them by means of concealed doors. Simultaneously 
it was learned that the houses were also church property. 
There were comparatively few people involved in the entire 
plot - about twelve officers, in addition to General Toranzo, 
three of which were on active duty, some members of the 
former Security Squadron, now know as the mounted police, 
two former naval officers, about thirty non-commissioned officers 
and the rest civilians. The plan was thet during the Carnival 
parades, in the moving picture theatres and other public 
Places, public incidents weré to be started demanding the 
overthrow of the Provisionel Government. 


The whole plot seems rather ridiculous and 
childish in the extreme, and it is hard to realize that an 
officer of the standing and experience of General Toranzo 
would involve himself, let alone be the leader of such folly. 
He succeeded in escaping the authorities and has taken up 
his residence in Uruguay, but we have reason to believe that 
the authorities intentionally permitted him to escape because 
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of the scandal and disgrace the triel of such an officer 
would bring to the country. Also, it is impossible ta 
see how a court martial could arrive at any other con- 
clusion than that of treason, for which the penalty of 
death is mundatorye According to the military law, 
edvertisements were placed in all the official journals 
calling upon General Toranzo to appear before a court 
martial within the peremptory geriod or three days, 
failing which it was announced judgment would be given by 
default. The acting President of the Provisional 
Government, Dr. Matius G. Sanchez Sorondo (President 
Uriburu was in the north of Argentina) issued a decree 

on February 25th. striking ‘General Severo Toranzo off the 
list of the Army. 


The other conspirators have been arrested and 
are held in the National Penitentiary. we do not believe 
they have as yet been brought to trial and are not sure 
that they will be, but we have been informed that those 
junior officers of the Army who were involved were 
sunmarily dismissed from the service and are being sent 
to Ushuaia. 


The Prior of the Monastery has declared he was 
innocent of any knowledge of the conspiracy, but that 
Father Cuello, Director of the College attached to the 
Monastery, had permitted the gatherings. Father Cuello 
has been under arrest in the Monastery, but we have 
reason to believe that he has been or will be deportede 


General Luis Dellepiane, the former Minister of 
Wor, was for a moment also suspect, but he cleared his name 
by visiting Dr. Sanchez Sorondo and leaving with hima 
signed statement wherein he declared his absolute loyalty 
to the Provisional Government, the acting President of 
the Republic declaring afterwards that not a shadow of 
suspicion could be attached to the former Minister's name. 
As a matter of fact, the former Minister of War has 
conducted himself with such dignity, alweys displaying 
the highest type of loyalty to his country, that he is 
well thought of by all his brother officers in the Army. 
Colonel Carlos Smith and Colonel Ernest Baldasarre, who 
have also been “indisponibilidad", have also professed 
their ignorance of the plot, but we are not so sure that 
their statements have been accepted. 


There were no senior officers on the active 
list of the Army involved, but there were three captains - 
Saavedra, Grisolia and Ztchegaray. Captain Alfonso P 
Grisolia, Arte, until recently has been Military Attache 
to the argentine Legation in Belgium. He has a brother 
lst. lieutenant in the Air Service - Hector Grisolia - 
_who has also been detained, but poth of these officers were 
involved by their older brother - Geronimo Grisolia, @ 
lawyer, who was a national deputy under the old administration 
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“fe have been assured by officers with whom we 
are very friendly that the only officers who involved 
themselves were those whose records in the Army were such 
that they had nuthing to lose and everything to gain. 


On Saturday - February 2lst. - the Provisional 
Government issued an official notice to the following 
effects 


"In view of re»orts which have appeared in the 

: newspapers, the Provisional Government, desirous 
that the public should not attribute to the 
news the importance which it lacka, announces 
that there have been effected in the Capital P) 
by civilians, some officers and non-commissioned 
officers instigated by General Toranzo, acts 
preparatory to a plot which in the event of its 
having materialised would have achieved no 
result whatever. At the same time the.Government 
affirms that nothing can disturb the public 
order and the tranquility of the country." 


We find without exception in our constant 
association and investigation that there is absolutely 
no reason to fear the solidarity of tne Government, behind 
which the Army and Navy are at present standing one hundred 
percent. The President, his Cabinet and his administration 
are ead popular throughout all the provinces as well s 
as here in the cayital as was evidenced during a recent 
trip of the President's to his native Salta and various of 
the northern provinces including Tucuman, Santa Fe, Jujuy 
and Cordoba.

Subject: Situation in jirgentina. 


A Reuter message from Argentina says that 
the situation has become so serious in Argentina that the 
President has ordered several regiments of cavalry to 
Buenos Aires to suppress the students. 
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Cutwirdly the politicel situution remains 
unchasuged since cur last report. linePresident Alvear 
hoving errived in the country, it wes thought tint a 
solution would be cuickly reached, but it seems now 
that, fox “vue tine being at any rote, they have reecned 
a blank well. <As @i1 the discussions have been within 
the Radical Party and behind closcd doors, We do not 
rnow exactly where the t.uunple lies, but we are prone 
to think that Sr. Alveur hus not proved strong enough ~ 
to ike a decision within his perty. Ne has been pres- 
ged on all sides by Anti-Irigoyenists end some of tilose 
“Mig were Closely cssoci:ted with President Irigoyen.

& persistent rumour reported to emanate fron the leader of 
the Liga Putriotica that the Provisional President, for the 
Sake of a beaceful political solution would turn the Govern 
ment over toc disinterested responsible barty, acceotable 
to all factions, who would form a coalition cabinet friend- 
ly to all interests, and call Tor imnediate elections, We 
do not believe such an action as this would be Opposed by 
the armed forces, but we also believe that such an action 
would have to be absolutely voluntary and inspired by the 
patriotic motives of the -resident, because the armed fore 
ces have assured him of their loyalty.

In fact, I have been reliably inYorsed by the 
Tadical Senator from La Rioja, Sr. Vall ejos, thet he his been 
attending the Personalis ta nvetings during tne past two weexs 
and tuat everywhere there have teen two or three s selits in 
the Local Personalista pazties, even in those places that we- 
re united in tne late provincial elections. Hence, it looks 
2s though Dr. Laurencena held the reins of power and his tie 
cket is - Justo for President, Luurencena for Vice-President. 
This is a tremendously smart political move, as in this case 
he could control the Government, veing 2 uc. Stronger chae- 
racter tian Gensrel Justo, for the next six years, aud then 
becouge the President for another six. 
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There has been no change in the political situa- 
tion since our last report, but wo did expect an announce- 
ment of candidates before this time. 


The Radical Party are apparently still adjust- 
ing their differences, but General Agustin Justo informed 
us personally the other day that the situation looked en- 
tirely clear and we might look for an announcement of can- 
didates before the end of this month. We asked him about 
the attitude towards the present Government and he said 
that everyone seemed very well satisfied and that the Gov- 
ernrent would proceed normally to olections. He did state, 
however, that it was his opinion that the Government should 
raise the state of siege. We cannot entirely agree with 
him on this point, as we believe the state of siege alone 
4s keeping certain lawless elements in check, who would 
run wild in their endeavour to embarrassthis Government if 
they were so permitted. On tho other hand, the state of. 
siege is strangling the Press, and, naturally, is not popu- 
lar in political ciroles. 


If anything of importance develops before I 
leave, I shall add to this report in the next pouch. 
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The political situation remains unchangede 
on the 9th of July there was a Te Deum and review of the 
troops to which all the officials and the diplomatic cor- 
ps were invited. General Uriburu and his staff were once 
more accorded a tremendous ovation by the public and their 
popularity has not seemed to wanee He is solidly naintain- 
ing the attitude that the Provisional Government represents 
no political party; that the provincial elections will take 
place as stated in Hovember, but that unless the parties 
can get together ona representetive candidate whose past 
record and associations will muke him ecceptable, there 
will be no elections for the Presidente In this connect= 
ion, the Provisional Government has made it known that any 
one of several candidates are acceptable, for instance, lire 
Laurencena, General Justo or lire Alvear, as well as lire 
Julio Rocca, end some others. The difficulty at present 
seems to be that the parties are not getting together as 
they should. However, as we stated in our last report, 
General Justo advised us that they would probably come to 
a decision during the current monthe He himself is still 
apparently leading the field as the compromise candidate. 


At the annual banquet of "Camraderie” cele- 
brated by the Army and Navy on the 7th of July, there were 
1600 officers seated for dinner, which comprises the entire 
officer force in and about the vicinity of Buenos Aires, 
Army and Navy, both active and retired. The President 
again reiterated his views and an admiral, speaking for the 
Navy, and the Chief of the lst Division, Colonel Rodriguez, 
speaking for the Army, assured the President of the loyal 
backing of the entire armed forces, and their statements 
were made with tremendous ovations from all those present. 


The two latcst occasions, both the 7th of 
July and the 9th of July so demonstrated to the politi- 
cian that he is wasting his time by:not coming to a de- 
cision, though there have been several conciliatory ex- 
pressions in the Press, the most noteworthy being by Dre 
Alvear. We quote below an open letter written through 


_the Press to Dre Laurencena who criticized the Provision- 
al Government's attitude in not announcing the elections 


for the Presidency and for not having raised the state of 
sieget 


"T have read your letter with deep interest 
and serious attention, as much for the gravity of the ques~- 
tion treated as for my high conception of the writer,whose 
prestige entitles him to public consideration. 


“I quite agree with you that the situation 
of the country is difficult, though much less grave than 
that preceding September 6th, and also believe that it is 
an obligation to comply with duty regardless of cost; but 
I lament that you contemplate the actual political panora-~ 
ma through the short lens of party vision, necessarily 
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therefore unilateral. You start by falling into the ere 
ror of believing that you are seeing men and things ata 
distance, aloof from the daily struggle, on a different 
plane. But only yesterday you governed a province = and 

I can say it without any desire to flatter you - and go- 
verned it well, whilst today: you are at the head of a par- 
ty with the heat and fever this entails. You are there- 
fore identified with its interests, its tendencies and its 
viewpoints, which I emphazise as the origin of the erors 
contained in your letter. 


"you impute to the Provisional Government 
all or the greater part of the prevailing political mal- 
aise and on this head point out that "the constitution of 

a a non-political government deprived it from the start of 
control of the revolutionary political forces" created a 
government politically weak and finally - I stress this - 
“set up a compromise of honor on your part to not influen= 
ce in the slightest degree the political solution." 


"you give thus a clear cut opinion, adding 
that acts of my government, which you do not specify, did. 
not correspond to the non-political character, which has 
been the cause of loss of prestige. 


"The political malaise is due only and ex~ 
Clusively to the groups which worked and work as parties. 
The situation as on the 6th September was not due solely 
to the actuation of Sr. Irigoyen and his circle. It 
would be a false criterion to assume that one individual 
or even a small circle could account Br the entire trans=- 
formation of the country and the decomposition of its po= 
litical force. 


"These opposition groups, whatever their 

e tendency or denomination, were powerless to curb the ex- 
cesses of the personalista party, to gravitate efficient- 
ly in Congress although in the Senate there Was an op= 
position majority where constitutionally there is a larg- 
er control on the president'ts actuation. These minority 
groups occupied themselves with electoral matters to the 
exclusion of the graver and more permanent interests of 
the country, following the Irigoyen methods, copied them 
in electioneering with speechifying, projects and promises. 


‘These same groups were accomplices in the 
paralysis that afflicted Congress cooperating in an inter-= 
minable discussion of diplomas and making mountains out of 
their local molehills without paying the least attention 
to public affairs. 


‘tany of these groups managed by an oligar- 
chy figured as veritable electoral syndicates in the dis- 
tribution of seats of the minority. For this reason 
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opinion did not follow them because they did not inspire 
faith. It was this lack of prestige of the opposition 
that contributed to maintwin Irigoyen in power, debarring 
the formation of a powerful party of opposition to the 
personalismo. 


nIn the face of this disconsolatory spect~- 
acle, without hope of reaction from the political parties, 
and seeing the country a prey to dishonor and insolvency, 
a lurge number of army and navy officers did me the honor 
to put their services at my disposal for the salvation of 
the country through a military movement. 


wWith them and as the aspiration of the move- 
ment which could not have for basis the dethroning of one 
set in order to replace it by another, I made the solemn re= 
solution thet the revolution should serve to avert, or at 
least make difficult, the reproduction of the evils we were 
bearing, procuring the requisite institutional reforms. For 
my own:part I spontaneously renounced being candidate in 
any form in the government to succeed the revolution, as a 
guarantee of good faith and patriotism. 


nOn September 6th the mss of the people,not 
the political groups who had no share in the event, fell 
in with the military column under my command, and we enter- 
ed the Government House accluimed by a multitude. 


"Thus was the Revolution made, These were 
no "revolutionary parties" because none of the parties in- 
tervened in the preparation nor execution. You are there= 
fore in error in speaking of "revolutionary forces". ‘The 
Revolution was against a system and not against a men, a 
system and political state in decomposition and of which 
all the opposition parties together with the personalistas 
formed part. 


"For these reasons when preparing the revolt 
I refused all compromise with politicians; which attitude 
provoked in some a reaction to defeat the patriotic move- 
ment. Some of these leaders who hed proffered aid and 
claimed positions on finding that all the preparations 
were complete, at the last moment perorated on the gather- 
ing cloud which they qualified as more menacing than the 
Irigoyen Government. 


"Thus it was that some of those heads of the 
parties you call revolutionary tried to prevent the rising 
before it took place, disappointed because there was to be 
no booty. 


"For these reasons and under such circums-~ 
tances wes the Government non-political because deriving 
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from a non-political movement. It should be so and is so. 
If I hed made the mistake of forming a party Government, 

Or a Coalition, it would have fallen at the first electoral 
defeat. 


"The strength of the Provisional Government 
consists of what you mistakenly style its weakness; that it 
is above and not subordinate to parties. 


"I have maintained this position. You Speak 
ambiguously of tacts of government which did not harmonize 
with its non-political character, but you do not give me 
the opportunity to rebut the insinuatian, neglecting to 
specify the acts alluded toe" 


"I have complied and will continue to comply 
with iny solemn undertaking not to allow the incubation of 
official candidates. My intervention will be limited to 
the frustration of designs on the aims of the‘ revolution, 
to impeding with all my power the return to the system which 
it overthrew whether with the same actors or others of a 
like character in disguisee I shall do as General Mitre did 
when he vetoed as President of the Republic the candidates 
whom he considered representative of a reaction in favour 
of the regimen and men routed at Pavon." 


“Another of my errors according to you, is 
‘not constituting rapidly the National and provincial gov= 
ernments.' From this basis you claim that the situation now 
is worse than during the days following the Revolution, that 
the prolongation of this state of affairs complicates and 
aggrevates because it separates us from the best solutions 
and makes others impossible." 


“Had the revolution been the achievement of 
what you call ‘revolutionary parties,* logically these would 
have seized power by immediately holding one-sided elece 
tions. Such a condition would have ended as a mutiny like 
sO many others in this continent when military forces have ' 
been seduced into dethroning enemies to raise their friends. 
But neither the Argentine Army nor Navy would have lent them- 
selves to it. We have made this great movement with entire 
unselfishness to destroy a system and in order that the 
country purged and normalized can defend itself against 
demagogues and against a dictatorial president by institu- 
tionnl reforms. ‘To this end and in cumpliance with the Plan 
of the iievolution, I shall submit as first measure to Con= 
gress the constitutional reforms already mde public." 


“The parties in opposition to the personelists 
had no horizon beyond getting into power - I am not refer- 
ring to yours in Entre Rios which has been and continues in 
power with evident right - and those parties with minor ex= 
ceptions only intrigue to weaken the Provisional Government, 
in the expectation of bending it to theirwishes." 
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"The political anarchy which you believe was 
provoked by not Calling elections imuediately, does not 
soring from this, because it existed prior to the Revolu» 
tion. It had other and jacre reote origin and inore com- 
plex causes to which all the parties contributed." 


"You qualify as a lamentable error on my part 
the exclusion of the Presidential lection from the Con- 
vocation of November 8th, and anticipate that this ampli- 
fication would be feasible if the parties would reorganize 
and proclaim formulas thst would mean a guarantee. ‘This 
would be a jump in the dark. It would present the danger 
of the must powerful groups offering at the eleventh hour 
surprise formulas which could neither be discussed nor 
analysed, and which the public would have to vote blindly. 
The parties should reorganize tranquilly, but at present 
all are passing thrcugh a crisis go intense that none can 
proclaim a formula, which means that a postpdénement fa— 
vours all alike." 


means is to oblige the Parties to proclaim their presiden- 
tial formulas." You admit in this my view of the incapa— 
city actually of the Parties, but it would not be democra— 
tic to force candidates On the public by parties in visie 
ble decomposition. ‘the remedy would be one thousand times 
worse than the disease," 


"Before going further I would remind you that 
I have repeatedly stated that the State of Siege will be 
raised in time for the Panties to mke their electoral 
campaigns. This measure as applied by the Government 
does not deprive the parties nor the citizens of liberty 
or rights, since they can arrange and discuss their plat= 
form freely, and analyse the reforms projected. It is 
only a weight on agitators and those who conspire against 
the Revolution and its Consequencese Contrary to what 
you declare, the state of the country still requires this 
safeguard wnich does not apply to the parties you refer 
to, but only to those who appeal for its revocation to 
hide the decomposition of their elements and their total 
loss uf prestige." 


"You cite the case of imtre xios &@8 against 
that of Buenos Aires, but it only proves that where order 
reigns the cause of the revolution triumphed, whereas in 
Buenos Aires where there is alleged lack of liberty the 
opponents of the Kevolution were successful. Had the 
Provisional Government exerted pressure this could not 
heve happenedan 
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Winally you insinuate that some imy think 
that the inilitarized Civic Legicn is intended to prolong 
my stay in the goverment, which for me is anything but a 
bed of roses. Such suspicions, huvever, do nut trouble mee 
I shall not stop to disprove them, nor to defend the Le= 
Gion, an absolutely non-political organization whose only 
aim is the defence of the 'patria', the highest that any 
could have." 


“ihat I regret is that you should have 
voiced it as the echo of the harunzucs of demagogues who 
see in the Legion the strongest bulwark against the system 
which poisuned the country in these latter times. On this 
account they threaten and attack it." 


"J will ask you to read the decree which 
gives official recognition to the Legion and there you will 
find fully described its characteristic phases. I will 
not further extend this note, but there is much that still 
could be said tc dissipate all the grrors in which you in- 
cure I do thank you for your frankness which has not dis-= 
pleased, just cs I believe you will appreciate the bluff 
sincerity of the soldier answering youe" 


There is a strong suspicion afoot that both 
the letter of Dre Laurencena and the letter of President 
Uriburu were more or less staged to bring out before the 


‘public just whut has been holding up the issue of Presi= 


dential zlections. ‘This suspicion is strengthened by the 
fact that Laurencene and Justo have been so close and on 
such friendly terms with the President. 
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Cn iionday, the 20th of July,1931, with the 
murder of the commanding Officer, Lieutenant Colonel 
Lino Heiiontiel, a rising -f the Nintn vegiment of In- 
fantry stationed in tne city of Corrientes took place. 
The movement was headed by Lieutenant Colonel Grego- 
rio Pomar, former military aide-de-camp to ex-Presi- 
dent Irigoyen. cCfficial stetements to the Press in- 
dicated thet avout 350 men were implicated in the af- 
fair. 


By prompt and effective methods,the Provi- 
Sion: 1 Government soon quelled tie insurrection and by 
the morning of the 22nd the situation was completely 
in hand. 


According to an official statement issued by 
the Ministry of War, it appears tnat men associated 
with the deposed resime conspired to start a national 
movement from the =rovince of Corrientes. They chose 
as their principal tool the above inentioned officer who, 
in turn was able to exert influence over other officers ° 
and non-comnissioned officers by reason of long service 
in the regiment that revolted. There were some civil- 
ians in tne conspiracy und headed by their own leaders 
Pledged themselves to support the garrison in Corrien- ; 
tes city when tie movement started. 


According to information in possession of the 
Srovisional Government , most of the military men par- 
ticipating in the affair were persueded to break their 
oath of allegiance to the flag by promises of promotion. 
and other rewards. Yersonal political interests are 
said to have actuated the civilians. 


The revolt had barely commenced before news of 
it was transmitted to Buenos Aires. There was a hurried 
consultation of Ministers , and it was decided that,while 
the movement could not be regarded as of importance, it 
would be wise to send strong forces against the rebels in 
order to oblige immediate capitulation,thus saving pos- 
sible loss of life or other casualties. Troops, naval 
and military aircraft, and two small naval vessels were 
therefore ordered to proceed against the provincial ca- 
pital. 


After the Chief of the 9th Regiment was shot 
dead by the rebels, the next step appears to have been 
the taking over of the administrative building in Cor- 
rientes city. Atteuwpts were made to force Dre Dell'Oro 
lfaini, Federal Interventor, to sign his resignation,but 
the officicl stoutly refused. His example was followed 
by his Ministers and other public functionaries, all of 
whom were devrived of facilities for communicating with 
the outer world. 
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Luckily enough, Dr. Dell'Gro vaini aud mNan- 
aged, before being made a Prisoner, to dass the word 
of tne happening to tne Linister of the interior in 
Buenos Aires. 


neceiot in Corrientes city of the news of the 
garrison's revolt was followed by the appearance on the 
streets of civiliens associated with the deposed regime 
who shouted out to the residents that a national move- 
inent had commenced against tne ~rovisional Government, 
that a triumphant revolutionary army wes marching on the 
province, and thet the men who hed been rejected on Sep- 
tember 6 were about to return. 


In spite of the frenzied yells of the Irigo- 
yenists, the population, for the évreater part, remained 
perfectly calm. liost business premises were closed down 
for the day, but some were broken Open and looted by the 
politic: 1 malcontents. 


The civilicn rebels then presented themselves 
at the quarters of tne garrison,where, «t their own re~ 
quest, they were supplied with arms and ammunition from 
the Ministry of Warts deposits. After that they set out 
in parties, the main body in the direction of Resisten- 
Cia, where looting and brutal assaults are reported to 
have occurred. 


Lt.Colonel Pomar and his supporters seemed 
quite certain of their ultimate success until the mo- 
ment during Tuesday morning when they learned that land, 
air and naval forces were concentrating for the purpose 
of their overthrow. Shortly afterwards omar abandoned 
the administrative building,and, together with another 
officer, twohundred of the revolting soldiers, and a 
quantity of arms and ammunition, boarded the notor barge 
he had prepared the previous day, seiting out at full 
speed up-river. 


If the announcement of the outbreak of the moe 
vement had spread rapidly, the news that it had ended 
travelled even more quickly. The Federal Interventor 
in his report to the Minister of the Interior, states 
that the people of Corrientes showed their true senti- 
ments by rushing from their houses and gathering in a 
vest throng in front of the governmentel building ,where 
they raised repeated cheers for General Uriburu, and 
for the ideals on which the movement of September 6th 
Was based. ‘The public rejoicing continued throughout 
the night and was again manifest when the city comenced 
its normal everyday life on the 22nd. 


Crders for the pursuit of the motor barge car- 
rying the fugitives were imuediately issued by General 
3ruce commanding the Third Military District. He gave 
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instructions to several army air pilots to take part in 
the chase, charging them, in the event of sighting the 
vessel, to bomb it if the compvany board refused to ca- 
pitulate. The barge in question is speedy,however, and 
cover given by riverside foliage permitted it to reach 
the Faruguayan snore, where Lt. Colonel Pomar and the two 
hundred soldiers with him lended and made as if to march 
inlend. ‘They were detained by the Paraguéyan border 
guard at Humaita wend held while the civil delegate of 

“he town coimunicated with the authorities in Asuncion. 
The Government replied that the fugitives might be grante~ 
ed usylum provided they abandoned tneir arms ,wnich con» 
sisted of six small field guns, six machine-guns, and the 
usual amall ocrms. Lt. Colonel Pomar at once consented 
and the fugitives quartered themselves temporarily in the 
locality. 


Statements from the Paraguayan 2ress are to 
the effect thut further measures to be taken depend upon 
the legal negotiations which it is assumed the Argentine 
authorities will now start concerning the rebels. 


The Co.rientes mutiny seems to have met with 
expressions of repudiation in me.ny directions and among 
the rank and file of the Army and Navy. 


Indication of tne type of man involved in the 
conspiracy is given in a report on the career of Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Pomar given out by the Linistry of Ware 
The fugitive rebel was militury aide-de-camp to ex-fre- 
sident Irigoyen up to September 6. When General Uriburu 
entered Government House on that fateful day Lt.Colonel 
Pomar was there in company with the deposed Vice-PYresi- 
dent, Dr. Wartineze Dr. Martinez had just completed 
his letter of resignation when the officer stepped for- 
ward and faced General Uriburue "My General", he said, 
"tT heve been loyal to the deposed Government and intend 
to follow the same policy with regard to the authorities 
now taking charge of the affairs of the country." Ge- 
neral Uriburu replied: "I congratulate you. Your words 
and actions are worthy of a soldier", and with that the 
General and his subcrdinate exch:nged a warm handshake. 


Some weeks later, Lt.Col.2omar was attached to 
the First Military District as Judge of Instructions For 
reasons not revealed he was called upon, soon ofterwards, 
to appear before a military tribunal of honor, and al-: 
though the charges vgainst hin could not be proved, the 
chairman of the court, Colonel Acame, said: "The charges 
against you are not proven, but I have no desire that 
you should remain in the division under my orders. Seek 
a fresh aypointwent yourself, otherwise I shall ask for 
your transfer." 
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~Onar, impressed by the words of his superior 
officer, said: "I am an honest and faithful soldier. I 
sWear by the badges I wear that I have a single purpose 
in life: to do my duty ws a soldier." 


Transferred three months later to the Third ji- 
litary District, comsnded by General Bruce, he was sus- 
pected of having associations in undesirsole quarters. 
General Bruce asked him why he was frequenting certain 
company, and Pomar answered tix t he was concentrating 211 
his activities upon his proper militery duties. The oath 
he took on this third occasion was so convincing that all 
further suspicions fell away from him, «nd he was evente 
ually selected for the responsible post he held until iJon- 
day, July 20th. 


Thus, in addition to his original oath of al- 
legiance tu the flag, and thrice repeated oath of loyal- 
ty to the srovisional Government, he hud no scruples 
about heading tne movement which termin:.ted in his flight 
to Pareguay. 


‘the Provisional Government issued decrees on 
the afternoon of the 23rd appointing the special Court . 
Martial to judge the military who took part in the up- 
rising and a military judge of instruction to try those 
who hed direct or indirect participation in the movement. 


The military tribunal is composed of the follow- 
ing members: 2resident, Colonel Jos. lorales Bustamante; 
Fiscal, Lieutenant Col. Justo Salazar Colli.do; Counsellar, 
Dr. Alfredo Laigle; Secretaries, }ijor antonio Berardo and 
Vajor T'iguel A. luscaro. 


Yor Military Judge of Instruction the Govern- 
ment has apoointed Colonel Julio C. Costa. 


Still later, on the afternoon of the 25th, it 
wasp gnnounced that the Provisional Government had decided 
to accoid Clemency to fugitive soldiers who participated 
in the rising in the Province of Corrientes, provided they 
demonstrated their repentance by giving themselves up. 


Military aircraft manoeuvred over a wide region 
of tne province dropping printed copies of the offer of 
leniency,whici,signed on behalf of the Government by Ge- 
neral Sruce, read «s follows: "In exercise of my powers 
as comnander of the 3rd Division of the Argentine Army, 
order: KNon-commnissioned officers end inen surrendering vo- 
luntarily to any officer in the division will be exempt 
frou trial by courtemartial and all other punishment." 


It is stated that publication of the order was 
received with great rejoicing,a large number of families

The plot was thus frustrated for the tire be ing." 


"When the detectives who raided the offices in 
the Galeria Suemes searched the cupboards of the premises, 
they found a pencil sketch of a type of borb intended for 
use with aeroplanes. The sketch was examined by experts who 
reached the conclusion that it was technically perfect. 
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Peralta himself revexled the nave of the man who had given 
him the drawing and confesced that Dr.Arturo Benavidez, 
private secretary to ex-President Irisoyen and Ing, Manuel 
Slaps, former Administrator of the State Railways had pro- 
posed the purchase of fifty borbs made according to the 
sketch, am a further quantity of a srallsr type. It was 
intended to place the order for the boris in the United 
States, to have them landed at Montevideo, snd to utilize 
them eventually for the mrwose of un attack on Bue nos 
Aires. The order for the barbs was never placed because 
Penavides and Claps wished to pay for ther on delivery, an 
arrungermcnt thet was opposed by Teralta for fear of being 
defraudod." 


"On the strength of the foresoing, Peralta, 
Almenara and Izeta were gent to the National penal settle- 
ment at Ushuaia by the Provisional Government, Twenty days 
prior to the vormencoment of the movement in Corrientes, the 
first named managed to escape from the town of Ushuaia, his 
whereabouts boing still unknown." 


"Returning to the narrative; In accordance with 
the known doteils of the Peralta plan, and numorous, varied 
and intensive inquiries made under the direction of the Sub- 
Prefect-Gencral and Comisario Inspector Lugones, it has been 
possible to reach the following conclusions: Peralta, act- 
ing apparently as chief instigator ani executive was, in 
turn, recoiving his instructions from conspicuous figures in 
what mey be termed Irigoyenism. Tho conspirators realized 
the necessity for attacking the problem in a manner diare-~ 
trically opposed to earlier plans. That is to Bay, they 
found that it would bo essential to start their action in the 
populous districts of the interior, first in order to make 
the surprise greater, and, secondly, more evonly to balance 
the odds." 


"The conspirators next decidod that Buenos Aires 
with ite vast population ani its great military establish- 
ments would be an extraordinarily difficult city to convinoe, 
They therefore set themsolves to the task of starting sub- 
versive organizations in every town in the country however 
small they might be, each little baiy headed by the local 
Trigoyenist'caudillo,'" 


"Those latter wore ontrusted with the mission of 
carrying out eots of vandalism, and, in turn, instructed their 
followers in the parts assigned to them. Sore were detailed 
to aut railwey communications, others to destroy powr sta~ 
tions or put ther out of action. There were parties of men told 
off to make important highways impassable, rob business pre- _ 
mises, set fire to automobiles, destroy horses that might 
Serve as meuns of transport for troops, bum the homes of ren 
not affiliated \. ith the Fersonalist sector of the Radical - 
Party, loot armourers' stops, interfere with water Supplies - 
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ine word, it was intended to strike terror into the heart 
of evory human-being resident in the country.” 


"Tho movere nt in Corrientes was interdod to be 
the starting-off point of the campaim of frightfulness, 
which wis to have been spread immediately into Misiones, to 
the north, and “ntre Rios md Senta Fe to the : oth. The 
conspirators belicved that practically sirulteaneously vAth 
the outbreok in Corrientos, there “ould be another to the 
south of Mendora, possibly in San Refacl, extending through~ 
out the rest of tho province sand down across the Pampa, Jujuy 
and Sulta Oriontal ware to have led the terror in the north. 
It appears to have been tho intention of the revolutionarics 
to isolnte corpietely the last-mentioned province, a belief 
founded in the special prepsrations being meade in that parti- 
cujar region of the caintry." 


"Secret verbal instructions had been imparted to 
every Radical throurhout the Republic to impede transport by 
every possible means. The district hoads of the risings were 
to have been army officers, rost of thase lending themselves 
to the plot being men on the rotired list, and of definitely 
Irigoyenistic views." 


"Buenos Aires, the capital city, could not be left 
out of the plan. But as the cmspiretors considered it would 
be impossible to obtain the support of the troops stationed 
there, they sought oa understanding with the Anarchists. This 
wes arranged in Montevideo in Tebruary last, when the extre- 
mist Enrique Garcie Thomas, representative of the Alianza 
Libertaria irgentina, Dr.irturo Orzabal Cuintane, and the 
former editor of the newspaper "LA Union", Amable Gutierrez 
Diez, met there in conference. This rapprochement between 
Pers onalists and ‘Anarchists was confirmed in the meeting of 
the ILlavalleja 'Congress*® that took place six days before 
the commencemont of the Corrientes rising. The meeting in 
guestion was the subject of a communique published in the 
local press a fortnight ago." 


"Barely a fortnight has passed since the Buenos 
Alres police concluded amther series of investigations re- 
lated to these activities. The investigations referred to 
comirenced with the arrest of Atilano sBoacaicoa and Yictor - 
Ramon Arias Campos, a Uruguayan, the latter appearing to be 
the tool of the former, and his agent in special missions to 
other towns, including Montevideo. It is definitely kmovm 
. that Raciicoa, an audacious, dangerous and determined ‘inar- 
schist entered into association with such individuals as the 
former Chief of the Port of the Capital, Jose Patricio Roi- 
bon end the bogus Captain idelio Ortiz, who, acting on in 
structions from higher up, discussed vith him schemes for 
provoking movemsnts in which workers and students would par- 
ticipate." 
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"The relations developed betveci Radieuls and 
MsVeriGts gunnot be doubted. mo uffiirs of ®acicoa were 
Mrther revenled to the police by one of his rinor secom 
plices, Reuon Poruyru, Who wos arrested «tle din possession 
of 500 puckets of gclignite, tombs, eto," 


"The Trisoyenists promised the ‘narchisis, as the 
reward for their assistance, full liberty to sack and loot 
the city of Buenos Aires, but they were not given an exclusive 
concession. Redical caudillos in the rougher districts of the 
cit:; had alse been promised their share of the proceeds in 
View of which they hu@ taken time oy the forelock, Organizing 
the Lr own pilleging Sange in ro diness for the day. he Lure 
der of all the mun connected with the present ‘dminigtrution 
Wes included in the schedule of happenings to take place here," 


"Judged from the militery Stendpoint, the Sorrien- 
tes rising was en isoleted episode: from the political en gle 
it constituted sorething with vest ranifications, on assertion 
proved by the fact thet the commencement of the movement was 
followed iumediately by the cutting of all railway and other 
commnications. Most of these acty of vandalism were committed 
by civilians working under the orders of caudillos, who, when 
they learned of the flicht of Tt.Col.Fomar, rushed to their 
homes, there to muke ereat pretence of being peace-loving ci- 
ticens. B3ut the broviss one “overment was aware of their 
part in the proceedings, ond adopted mersurea to meet the 
case," 


"Possessed of all tho foresoing facts,the Politi- 
cal Nivision of the Pre fecture-fenersl of Police recoived or- 
ders from tho proper quarter to proceed to detain a number of 
Rersons,who were all arrested with the loast possible delay 
ond housed, with sore exceptions,in the National Penitentiary, 
The exceptions were permitted to remain in their homes under 
close epuurd." 


"At the presont moment Comisurio-Inspector Tugo= 
nes, under instructions fror the sub-Prefect-General, Dr. 
David Vriburu, is conducting further raids Which, it is hoped 
will produce evidence indicating the exact degree of respon-, 
sibility of each of the political leaders referred to above. 
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The subversive activities in which the Radical 
PerucnuLists were cngused under the guise cf peacofully re- 
orgundsing their party, aid whieh finuwlly led to the Sorrien- 
tes Revolution (See our Reports Nous. 4406 und 4407) are the 
fuctore sich have prompted tha Provisional Soverriment to 
ban from tie coming elections all "Irigoyenistas." The do-= 
creo which wus issued on July 25th stutes thet the electoral 
ties of the Nation uni provinees chall decline to

Closely following ‘11. feerse, und bused on the 
results of the investigations carried out by the Police 
(Refer to our Report No.wdi07), a still furtier "Political 
cleanup" was uade when the Provisionsl Government invited 
certuin prominent political leaders of the Redical Pergonalist 
Party to leave the country. These included Dr.¥Yarcelo 7, 
Alvear, Dr.Honorio Pueyrredon, Dr.Mario Guido, Dr.Tsmborini, 
and Messrs. Carlos Nocl md Ratto. 


Before leaving the country, Dr.Alvear delivered 
to his friends a seeled envelope with instructions that it 
snould not be opened until after his depsrture. ‘when the 
coutents wore revealed, the Provisional Governmmt were sup- 
plied with copies of the communication end tlereupon eutho= 
rieed the Press to give publicity to Dr,Alvear's manifesto, 
at the same time en indictment was drei up by President 
Uriburu and lil:ewise published. “le quote below a free trans-~ 
letion of the mwiifesto end the reply of the Mead of the 
Provisional Government;

"The judges who have given legal stanling to the 
"de facto’ Government on the basis of its merbers swearing 
to respect the Constitution, a ceremony which took place in 
our historical plaza and in full view of the public gathered 
there, were relieved of their posts when they went against 
the will of the Government by merely bringing into force again 
the rights to individuel liberty which the Supreme Court had 
declared subsistent." 


"The sorry tale is, however, a simple statement 
of facts.

It wag 
written in ae foreien lund, for he has Pacued the greater 
pert of his life in foreign lends, coming back to trgentina 
soluly for the purrose of teCuiving the public offices 3re 
Irigoyen was pleaccd to confer upon him. When he had filled 
those offices for the appointed Jensth of tire he went abroed 
ag2in to pass the tire awey in pleassnt journeyings. Some 
months azo, on leaimine the result of the elections in the 
Province of Buenos “ires, he conceived the possibility of be- 
ing able to replace Sr, Irizoyen us the head of the Persona- 
list Party, and tumed up once more in Ruenos \ires, like a 
Messiah of the deposed regime.

A summary of the political events for the current 
month is as follows: 

On October 6th the Provisional Government issued a 
decree, approved in Cabinet Council, declaring that the 
citizens, Dr. Marcelo T. de Alvear and Dr. Adolfo Guemes, 
whose names have been submitted by the Radical Party in 
connection with the forthcoming elections, are ineligible 
to figure as candidates for the Presidency and Vice Presi- 
dency of the Republic. Dr. Alvear is rejected on the dual 
grounds of his solidarity with the deposed regime and be- 

(tees omse less than the constitutional peroe has elapsed since 
he left office in 1928. This is a legal point which is con= 
tested by the Radicals on the grounds that the wording of 
the Constitution is arbiguous Tneofar as it simply states 
that a “period” must have elapsed before reelection without 
actually specifying ti time. Dr. Guemes cares under the 
ban as the outcome of his association with the deposed re- ¢ 
ete Both candidates consequently tomered their resigna~ 
| tion, which has not as yet been accepted by the Radical Party. 


i further blow was iealt to the hopes of the Radical 
Personalists on October 8th when the Provisional Government.. 
cancelled the gubernatorial and legislative elestions held in 
the Province of Buenos Aires on April 5th last.| Discussion 

of the measure_by the Cabinet was prolonged over several 
hours, and the\Minister of Foreign Affairs who refused to 

sign the decree, tendered his resignation on leaving the coun- 
oil charber.\ Three main reasons are given to support the 
Government's decision: = 


[ Events subsequent to the elections, which are consi- 
dered to have freed the Executive Power from its promise 
(ome 4 to respect the verdiot of the polls; 


Necessity for careful revision of the electoral re~ 
gisters of the Province, which are alleged to have been 
heavily laden with false and otherwise irregular inscrip~ 
tions; 


The Government's firm decision to prevent the return 
| to power of men closely associated with the deposed regime. 


In connection with his\resignation, Dr.Ernesto Bosch, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs{end President Uriburu ex~ 
changed letters of a most cordial character, in which the for- 
mer stated that his resignation was due entirely to his dis~ 
crepancy with the President of the Provisional Government and 
his Cabinet colleagues as to the propriety of the annulment 
of the elections held in the Province of Buenos Aires on 
April 5th. President Uriburu's letter was an appreciation 
of the services rendered by Dr. Bosch. (he under Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, Dr. Adolfo Bioy, is now temporarily in 
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(bd) Current Situations. 
charge of the Ministrye 


(Simultaneously with the above-rmentioed deci- 
sion, the Government issued orders for the Province to be 
convened to fresh elections together with the rest of the 
country on Novenber 8th. \ 


Following these events,(an attempt was made by 
the Radical Party to carpromise with the Provisional Goverm- 
ment.\ On October 20th a note was presented to the Ministry 
of ths Interior by the authorities of the National Committee 
of the Party with the following specific remests: 


Cancellation of all recent decrees barring Iri- 
goyenists from candidatures in the coming elections; 


Immediate lifting of the state of siege; 


Freedom to re-open committee rooms that were 
closed because the authorities found them to be covers 
\for subversive activities. 


The "bait",as it were, to influence the Provisional 
Government to acceed to these requests was eee of 
new presidential cundidates. Dr.Vicente Gallo Was suggested as 
substitute to Dr. Alvear, with a slightly lesser kmown poli- 
tician in second place. The Minister of the Interior, Ing. 
Octavio Pico, replied to the document ina tone that showed 
no trace of any intention to enter into a compromise.\ In fact, 
the requwatsof the Radical Party cannot be considered in the 
nature of a “compromise.” None of the demands contained in 
the petition will be cmceded, as all these are considered 
contrary to the stand the Provisional Government has taken 
with regard to the return to power of the deposed TOgimes 


The Government's unchanged front is reported to 
have completely disconcerted the party, which it is said was 
convinced that a promise to choose a new presidential tickst 
would smooth matters out. As & consequence, many rumours are 
abroad, and unofficial statements in the Press are of the 
opinion that the Radical Personalist Party will definitely 
abstain from participation in the national elections. There 
is also talk of splits in the Party, with Dr. Alvear leading 
one tendency and Dr.Vicente Gallo the other. Dr. Gallo wuld 
lead his sector into the electoral fray, while that professing 
loyalty to Dr. Alvear would abstain from going to the polls. 
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subject: VWational slections. 


Upon our return to the trzentine we found the 
political situation very tense but cuiet. There were 
the usual rumours of threatened di sorier but nothing 
appeared on the surfsce. The crowd of' ‘discontented Per- 
sonslista politicians recently expelled from the country 
occupied their tite in ont evideo| by doing everything 
possi ble to meke the public believe that without ther 
there could be no election ond if the proposed election 
took plece it would do so amid scenes of great unrest 
and possible fighting. 


The election day passed off probsbly as the most 
quiet in the history of Argentina. There was absolutely 
no disorder in the City or in any part of the country. 
The police themselves were more in evidence than on the 
normal work days or Sundays but there was absolutely no 
displsy of force by the soldierswho were conspicuous by 
their absence. The day preceding the election itself 
was a day of bad weather,tuming very cold and accomp- 
anied by heavy rain, while election day itself continued 
very dismal, cold and cloudy. It is believed that the 
weather had a very great deal to do in making the 
election in the Capital an extremely quiet one. 


i However, in spite of the conditions described, 
the greatest percentage of eligible voters, with the ex= 
eption of one other occasion, voted in this election, 
89%. Inasmuch as the so-called Personalista Radical 
Party had issued a manifesto to their members to abstain 
from voting at the polls, this enormous vote was cast, 
and a very negligible number of votes were cast in blenk, 
which would indicate that this group of Personalistas 
hold very little sway und thelr whole show was the

As we predicted in our Report No.4351 of May 8, 
1931, \General Justo appears to be the successful can- 
didate and the Vice-President Dr. Julio Roooa.| The lead 
of General Justo at the present tire is more than 70,000 
in spite of the fact that the Federal District, including 
the City of Buenos Aires, has voted very heavily for the 
Socialist-Progressive Democrat Alliance. The lead of 
Generel Justo is bound to increase as the country votes 
are counted. \He will lose the City of Buenos Aires and 
probably the ovince of Santa Fe, that is, he will lose 
the majority seats but will retain the minority seats, 
but in most of the other provinces he is winning both 
the majority and minority seats.\ Tucuran and Corrientes 
have elready completed their counting and they have gi- 
ven both majority and minority seats to General Justo, 
as have likewise Catamarca and San Juan. The province 
of Buenos Aires and the provinces of Entre Rios and 
Sordoba will probably be favorable to General Justo, al- 
though it is almost impossible to say et this time 
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whether he will get both m-jority and minority seets. “le 
feel that it is perfectly safe to suy at this time that 
senerul Justo has been the successful cendidate,. 


There have been a great many chirees und counter 
cheurges of fruud, e pecially in the province of Buenos 
Adres end Moendosa, but not nearly so violent as we expect 
ed, und they are being investigated by the Provisi onel 
Sovernicont. ‘thile we heave no toubt that there has been 
some fraud, we have uzs ly found upon questioning that it 
always hapnened in the next precinct and we believe that 
it was no more, ond probably less, then in ary other 
clection held here. The people meline the chi.rges in most 
e2ses “re people of such bid political character end re- 
cord thit their ch rge: meen very Little. However, the 
Govormment is actually investigating ond maldng 2 report 
on each individuul case. 


There is no res.son to believe at this time that 
there will be sny trouble in the future and it looks as 
though the irgentine was in a fair way to enjoy a very 
reasonable Government for the next six years. It will 
depend a great deal uvon the uttitude thut Genorel Justo 
assumes towords the present oxpelled Fersonzlista Rudi- 
cals whether or not there will be any political strife 
in the country. ‘ie further belicve that if the bottor 
of the economic depression has been reached, Argentina's 
political troubles ere over for sore tire to come.

[the candidate of the Conservative Radicals and ‘nti-Persona- 
listas,/ \ie give below a list of the electors to which each 
Province is entitled and also the list showing how they will 
vote as the result of clection returns. The total vote for 
Genoril Justo up to the night of Decomber lst is 725,571 ond

While our totel shows thut Entre Rios has 22 

electors, that Province had en independent ticket opposed 
to tho former administration, but in which Gencral Justo did 
not appear. That ticket was the Barroetevena - Mationzo, 
snd they were successful, while Goneral Justo and Roca gained 
the minority votes of seven. The Province of Salta which is 
entitled to 10 vetes likewise had an independent Anti-Por- 
sonalist ticket of Leaurencena and Barroetuvena.

Colonel Gregorio Pomar who was identified with the revolt 
in Corrientes and was guilty of murdering his commanding 
officer and who, at the time of the Revolution, was an aide~ 
de-camp to ex-President Irigoyen; Lt.Argentino De los Rios, 
Lt. Juan C.eFraco, and Lt.Cesar A.Valotta, who were associa~ 
ted with Colonel Pomar in his affair in Corrientes, also 
Major Sebastian Baldassare, who was engaged in anti-govern- 
mont propaganda hero, as well as the former Iinister of 
Public Works Jose C.Abalos, who was knowm as the instigator 
of the revolt at Corrientes in July of last year, the let-

te rising was intended to take place on Noverber 
8th, the day of the National Elections, but owing to a nur- 
ber of hitches had to be postponed.\ The Argentine Govern- 
ment authrities and military officials cleimed to have 
known of the plot sore time in advunce, but did not Imow 
the exact date or plnuce at which they expected to launch 
their movement. They also claim that they were well prepared 
to take care of any extensive movement. It was reported that 
the rifles were brought from Brasil ond they, together with 
other materials were stored at Sulto, Uruguay.

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or anti-Argentine activity and be prevented from reenter-

The reply of the Urueuayun Jovernret was not 
entirely satisfactory to the irgentine.

(bo) Current Situations: 


Cn Jenuary 24th, six days before the Mlectoral Col- 
lege convened for the election of President and Vice-rresi- 
dent, it Was announced that the Radicdl electors for Santa 
Fe had decided to withdraw their support from the candidature 
of Dr. Nicolas lVatienzo for the vice-presidential office in 
favor of Dre Julio A. Roca. This decision solved a problem 
which had been occupying political circles during the past 
few years. 


The scrutiny of the votes cast in the National lec- 
tion showed an overwhelming majority for General Justo, but 
none of the candidates for the vice-presidency obtained the 
necessary number of votes. Had this situation revained une 
altered, Congress would have been called upon to decide be- 
tween Dr. Julio Roca and Dr- Nicolas Repetto. 


The motive prompting the change in the attitude of 
the Santa Fe Radicals has been questioned, some being of the 
opinion that it was less a matter of expediency than a feel~ 
ing of chagrin at the words spoken by Dre liatienzo in the Se~ 
nate at the opening of the Congress when referring to the po- 
Litical situation in Santa ¥e, these being regarded as of- 
fensive to the Santa Fe Radicals. Whatever the cause, the de~ 
cision of the slectoral College was received with a feeling 
of relief by political circles in general. 

Accordingly, on January 30th the Wlectoral College 
met and definitely elected General Agustin P. Justo and Dre 
Julio A. Roca for President and Vice-President, respectively, 
for the 1932-1938 term. The voting was as follows:

Congress will meet in assembly on February 16th for 
the proclamation of the future rulers on Sebruary 20th, at 
which date the Revolutionary era will end and the Inauguration 
| will take place. 


As a further step towards normalizing the political 
situation the Provisional Government has issued a decree cone 
voking the provincial. Blectoral Colleges to elect Governor and 
Vice-Governor on February 5th. This convocation will apply 
solely to the provinces where indirect election is employed. 


In the province of Santa Fe the political deadlock 
continues (See Report No.4499), as the provincial Congress re- 
fuses to recognize the mandates of the de facto Government. 
Until the deadlock is ended, {jt will be impossible to declare 
an election of Senators in the Province of Santa Fe. We be~ 
lieve, however, that with the return of the Federal Government 
to constitutional power, this deadlock will end. 

General Agustin P. Justo has announced his intention 
to retire from the Army before taking office as President. En- 
tering the Military College in 1887, when he was 12 years old, 
General Justo has seen 46 years of service. While not yet are- 
rived at the age for compulsory retirement, the future Presi- 
dent wishes to come to the Chief Magistracy as a private ci~ 
tizen. 


There are numerous ruzsours as to the appointment of 
Cabinet officers in the new Cabinet, and one rumour is of great 
importance if true, that is, that the present Minister of Fi- 
nance, (Dre mnrique Uriburu, will be asked to remain in office. 
Nothing could be of greater satisfaction to the financial

recognize Dre Uriburu as the outstanding financial genius 

or the country end one who has done a great deal to solve 
many of Argentine's present probless. There is also a rue 
mour that :Vice-Admiral Julian Irizar who was recently re# 
placed by Captain Ricardo Camino of the Navy as laritime 
Frefect General,\ will be named Minister of :iarine, but there 
is very little to confirm this rumour. 


The outgoing Frovisional Government is taking upon 
itself in these last days of office to do everything possible 
for the good of the country whether it will reflect on their 
povularity or not. Unlike party politicians about to leave 
office, they are not currying favor, but simply looking to 
the welfare and best interest of Argentina. ‘Je call atten= 
tion to the recent decrees put into force, principally that 
of taxation. As we all know, probably tne fairest formof 
taxation is thet of income tax, and this was recognized by 
all the great #uropean powers as well as the United States 
during the first days of the last war, so that in promulga- 
ting this tax herc, Argentina is at least ten years late. Al- 
ready there are numcrous wails from both the local and fow 
reign industrialists established here, but their cries are 
all individual, no one denies the fact that the income tax 
is just and beneficial, but only that they, individually, 
have been unfairly dealt with. This sort of unpopularity 
is very difficult for the party politician going out of of+ 
fice, but does not bother the present incwabents as they are 
not interested in politics. 


There have been many other serious decrees also af~ 
fecting their populurity, such as the strict laws governing 
citizenship (See our Report No. 4496). 


We understand on very reliable authority that all 
of these recsnt decrees have been made after a conference 
and cooperation with the incoming officials, as it is not 
the desire of the Provisional Government to leave anything 
to the chance of a possible quarreling Congress, so that they 
have agreed with the newly elected President to take the res~ 
ponsibility for things he might find very difficult to do 
himself.

It uwypeais th.t edvice had been received ot "La 
Brondu" thet tne offices would be burned by the Nedicel dew 
wonstre tors. | ‘the building which contains the offices of 
"Le Fronda" also nouses the "Lige Republicune", a society 
who were in possession of the «rms used in the uttack. On 
the morning of the incident, various members of the Lige 
were on hand. (‘hen the Rudical demonstri.tors began to hurl 
stones, they were unswered by the Liga in the munner dese 
cribed. In Gr. Uriburu'ts opinion, adequute precautions 
originally tuken by the Police would huve prevented any 
trouble.)

The Personalist Radical Zarty continues ina 
state of disruption. 


Shortly after President Justo took over the 
reins of government, anlattempt was made by the Person 
@lists Radicals in the ovince of Buenos Aires to win 
Over the Socialist sector and set up a rival government 
in the Province.\ This rival government was to be com- 
posed of the candidates elected in April 1931. As will 
be recalled, the April election wag annulled by the Pro-

This reorganization igs still taking place. The 
Party, although counting with a greut number of members , 
lacks unity. Dr. Marcelo Alvear's return to the country 
from exile in the first days of the new administration 


being patched up - but no special uniformity of the party 
has resulted as yet. There-is no doubt but that it is 


Cal Party to organize and in an orderly manner eventually 
bring pressure to bear on President Justo, who would pro» 
bably resign and the country would then proceed to new 
elections. But, the Party is large, not controlled by 
big leaders, but by small leaders who want to get back 

to the old ways and means of grafting. It ig thought

(. Since the tGeginning of President Justo's ad- 
ministration, subversive plots directed against the Gove 
ernment have been discovered from time to time, but in 
the aggregate they emount to nothing. The last of these 
uprisings has been the most Sensational. Sponsored by 
Lieut.Col.A.Cattaneo, Ret. of the Argentine Army, a plan 
was drawn up to kidnap President Justo. Various stores 
of bombs were discovered by the police at different 
Points, and from all the indications it seems that the 
Plot was destined to be a veritable “reign of terror," 
From the start, the Government had the situation well in 
hand. <A state of siege was declared almost immediately 
and many radical newspapers were closed dow. Wholesale 
arrests were made among the members of the Radical Party. 
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The most prominent of those arrested were Colonel sto 
Cattaneo, ®x-President Irigoyen, wx-President Alvear, 
DreAdolfo Guemes, vice presidential candidate, Dro 
Honorio Pueyrredon, former Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and Ambessador to the UseSeAe,s Dr .J.£.Tamborini, former 
VUinister of the Interior, and General Luis J-Dellepiane, 
former Minister of War, also Dr.Carlos MeNoel, Mayor of 
Buenos Aires during Alvear's administratione 


Colonel Cattaneo has been comnitted for trial 
and is now in the National Penitentiary. ‘There has been 
no evidence found to justify the detention of Drs.Alvear 
and Guemes. However, they are 3till under arrest at 
Wartin Garcia by reason of the perrogetives granted to 
the Government under a state of siege. Dr. Alvear has 
petitioned that he be allowed to leave the country and 
his petition will be referred to the Federal Judges Drse 
Tamborini, Pueyrredon and Noel have been ordered to San 
Julian by the National Government, in accordance with the 
state of siege regulations, and in view of their decision 
not to exercise the option of leaving the countrye General 
Dellepiane has been released. Dr.Irigoyen's state of 
health is very poor and he is at his home undergoing medi- 
| cal treatment. 


{rt is thought that Colonel Cattaneo and his 
immediate group of followers were the only really respon- 
sible parties for this uprising, and that the other radi- 
cal leaders mentioned above would not associate themselves 
with this type of revolution. There are also various Army 
officers mentioned in connection with the plot, but, as 
the Minister of War has pointed out in a statement to the 
Press, these officers have retired from the Army and 
should not be confused with the present dey militarye 


here is no doubt but that the Government of 
President |Justo is strong and that he himself is compara~ 
tively safe so long as he "plays ball" with the "Uribu- 
ristas" or Conservative element of the National Party | 
There were many rumours for a while in June last year 
regarding a conspiracy among the Conservative or National 
Democratic sector against the Government. It was reported 
that a stete of Facismo would be imposed on the countrye 
From various contacts it has been ascertained that these 
rumours arose out of the fact that (President Justo is 
inclined to have certain Radical leanings, or, at any 
rate, thnt he is les nutocratic in outlook than the 
"Uriburista" sianantel In the first days of his adminis- 
tration he showed a marked leniency towards the Radicals. 


He wae not successful in obtaining the Radical backing 


by his leniency (due to the origin of his Government) 
but he did upset. the Conservative element of his Govern- 


ment. General Francisco Medina and General Nicolas 
Accame, leaders of the military Uriburista faction, with 
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great influence in the Army, gave President Justo to 
understand.that should he play too much to thé Radicals 
they-would throw him out, but that he would be saféso 


long_as he played to the "Uriburistas." 


With rumours widespread in the Government, the 
Socialist sector proposed a coalition of the political 
parties to fight any attempt to set upa dictatorships 
The Conservetives were not invited to join in this coali- 
tion, a fact which was ¢reatly resented by the less Con- 
servative members of the schism in the Conseryative.(Na- 
tional Democratic) Party. However, the rumours were ef= 
fectively stopyed by an interpellation of the Minister of 
the Interior, who, speoking for the Executive Yower, sta 
ted that the Government had no concrete informition of 
any acts which might endanger the constitutional form of 
Government, and that the rumours had been circulated by 
irresponsible persons who wished to create disquiet and 
confusion. 


President Justo appears to be continuing to walk 
in the "straight and narrow path" and his last official 
action has been to\place in key msitions all officers of 
the Army and Navy whom he knows that he can rely upon. 

As mentioned above, while he maintains this attitude 

is comparatively safe. So far President Justo does not 
seem to have done anything outstanding, but through his 
Minister of Finance - a strong man - has kept Argentina 
from defaulting on her foreign obligations. Moreover, 

as long as General Manuel A-Rodriguez remains in his post 
as Minister of War, President Justo is assured of the 
faithfulness of the Army e\,

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On the 27th of December, the convention 
of the Radicol. Party met in the city of Senta Fe.

By this they hope 
to hamper end enbarrass President Justo and the consti- 
tuted authority to the end thet he will resign and 
declare the Congress illegally elected and, therefore, 
dissolve it, opening the country to national elections, 
when the Radical 2arty could ogain come into power due.

Many radical haranguing speeches were 

made by the leaders of the party, calling attention 

to the deficiencies end errors of (the government which 
came into power on the 6th of September,1930q This is 
more or less ancient history and is used to play on 
the emotions of ithis group of people, which are of the 
Lowest class end intelligence and which make up, in 
general, the Redical Partye] 


It is thought not out of place to review, 
at least in part, some of these alleged grievances 
which are as follows: (the Radical Party hed the ine 
tention of participating in the elections called for 
py the "de facto" government and took part in the pro- 
vincinl elections, end also desired to particimte in 
the national elction of November 8,1930. The Provi- 
sional Government suppressed the voting when it can- 
celled the elections in the Province of Buenos Aires, and 
excluded the Radical Party from the elections of Novem- 
ver 8th and when it vetoed the presidential formula 
and the national and provincial candidatea.| Other 
speeches concerned the sinister hours of history in 
which confinement, banishment, imprisonment, martial

unrest and the advaentages to be derived by the Army and 
Navy from his leadership.

\ After holding several cabinet meetings 
during the course of the 29th of December, the Presi- 
dent declared martial law, or a state of siege, for

\cidentally is the second during his administration. 


” The text of the martial law decree is as 
* followss 


"In view of the attempts against the public 
order and the institutions, which huve taken place dure 
ing the late hours of yesterday (29th December) and 
the first hours of today in various parts of the Re= 
public,and considering that it is one of the primordial 
duties of the xecutive Power to insure internal peace 
preventing the execution of acts of violence, to which 
end it is invested with the necessary faculties in- 
cluding those accorded by Art.23 and Par.10 of Art.86 
of the Constitution; 


"That, on this occasion the Executive Power 
reaffirms its decision that the state of siege should 
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not affect legitimte activities applied to work or 
to the exercise of other rights in accordince with the 
law end without affecting the oublic.3" 


"The President of the Argentine Nation, in 
Cabinet Council decrees - 


Artel The whole territory of the Republic ig hereby 
declored under a state of siege." 


44 certuin tenseness existed for e period 
of several days following the uprising, but from the 
first the Government by manifesto to the people and 
tnrough the press acquainted the public with what had 
taken place.

In an analysis of the political situation and in order to 
Srasp tho true significance and object of the "Concordancia'" or 
oalition,|it ia necessary to glance back at the [situation which pre= 
vailed during the last months of the Irigoyenist regime | 


The Yast reputable section of tho Radical party was in | 
power, and took advantage of its position to repair its personal fore 
tunes at tho cost of tho community; the Government was unofficially 
invested with extraordinary powers, thanks to a servile Congress, 
ready to obey all orders emanating from the Government House; pro- 
vinecial Govornments had to bow down to the central authorities, or 
face the throat of intervention; free elections no longer existed, 
and voters were frightened away from tho polls or forced to cast 
their vote for the party in powor. 


The idea of a Coalition then sprang up as a means of 
fighting Irigoyenism, and practically all Opposition parties, except 
the Socialists, united: Conservativos, Anti~Personalist Radicals, 
Independent Socialists, and a medley of swaller parties fron the pro- 

vinces under various denominations. Tho Coalition was responsible 

for the revolution which overthrew President Irigoyen, and when the 

Provisional Government sumuoned the country to general elections the 
partion agreed to continue to present a united front and to support 
the candidacy of Gonoral Justo. 


Radicalism had been Suppressed as a party for the time 
being, and the Coalition had nobody more formidable than the Socia- 
list-Progressive Democrat alliance to fight. The latter were badly 
beaten, although they polled heavily in the Federal Capital and 
Santa Fe, and the Coalition secured a large majority in Congress. 


But with the return to Constitutional Government, the 
"raison d'ettre" of the Coalition had disappeared, namely, the ne- 
cessity of fighting the common onemy ~ Radicaliam ~ which Placed 
itself repeatedly outside the pale of the law by reiterated sedi- 
tious movements, and refused to employ the ballot-box as a weapon 
for the reconquest of power. Nevertheless, a semblance of unity was 
maintained among the "Concordancia" parties, who were both in fear 
of each other and of a possible return of the Radicals to the poe 
tical arena. 


It soon became evident, however, that the heterogeneous 
collectian of political forces were only linked together by the flim- 
siost of bonds, and that friction was unavoidable ,epecially 88 parties 
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which had to appear hand-in-glove in the National Congress were 
engaged in perpetual bickerings in the logislatures of those provinoes 
in which they were old and bitter enemies. 


Corrientes is a typical case of such a situation, for 
while the Autonomistas and Liberals support the National Govermnent, 
they are perpetually mking charges against each other, and demands 
for Federal intervention are frequently mde in Congresse 


Recently, the Province of la Rioja has offered further 
evidence of the quicksands on which the tottering edifice of the 
Coalition has been built, and at the time of writing thore seems to 
be a good chance that a serious dispute between the National Doemo~ 
crats and Anti-Personalist Radicals will arise. 


sg In the Cabinet itself, the situation has been no better, 


and the Government has been on the verge of a serious crisis time and 
again since it assumed office in February, 1932. The Conservative 
members, who at first seldom dared to oppose Dr.LeMelo, an old 
Radical, took new life when Dr.Pinedo entered the cabinet and placéd 
himself at their head, despite his position as leader of the Inde- 
pendent Socialist Party. 


The conflicting tendencies which have swayed General 
Justo now in one direction, now in another have boen all taoevident 
to political observers, and only a few months ago, Dr. Melo threa~ 
tened to resign if the President granted the demands of the National 
\Democrats of Tucuman, supported by the Minister of Finance. 


A brief summary of the position of the political groups 
which formed the powerful coalition of 1930 ia as follows: 
The Independent Socialists have ceased to exist asa 
party.

The National Democrats have not gained in strength 
anywhere. In the Province of Buenos Aires, their prostige has been

With reference to the preceding statements, it should 
be mentioned that the Entre Rios Radicals have definitely abandoned 
the Coalition and generally side with the Left. The San Juan 
Cantonistas, after the intervention which ejected them from power, 
will have nothing to do with the Government, and it is highly 
probable that the Anti-Personalist Radicals of La Rioja will foblow 
a similar course. 


To bring this summary to a close, Dr.Natienzo's old 
party, the Defensa Provincial de Tucuman, has disappeared from the 
political mape 
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a Only the romants of the old Coalition Tremaine Al» 
though they still control a majority of the seats in Congreas, 
they do so solely through the absence of any real antagonist: 
the Socialist Party, the Only other big political Organization, 
has little influence except in the city of Buenos Aires, and its 
. Progress in the provinces is slow.

1. It is reported from a source which may or may not 
be reliable, that Doctor Ross, ex-candidate for the Pre- 
sidency of Chile, is conducting negotiations for a revolu- 
tion in Chile. That Dr. Ross has the support of the Chilean 
Ambassador in Buenos Aires. This has been previously report- 
ed. 


2. It is said that Doctor Ross is well supplied with 
funds, maintains an appartment in Buenos Aires, and an office 
in the Plaza Hotel. Further reports state that he is in 
constant touch with Chile by plane courier and that the 
month of December has been tentatively designated for the 
revolution. 


5S. It is further stated that Doctor Ross has the back- 
ing of the Axis embassies here in Buenos Aires.
